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LAWSUITS POSSIBLE 


ON OLD AGE 


There is a distinct possibility 
that the individual members of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority may 
be sued, for payment in lieu of 1963 
taxes, for the Old Age Housing pro- 
ject, on Deming Way, with the more 
remote possibility that they may be 
sued for payment in full, as indi- 
viduals. 

The 1963 payment, which is a 
voluntary one, has not been paid, 
and because of this and other cir- 
cumstances there has been a con- 
siderable discussion in both Sel- 
ectmen’s and Housing Authority 
meetings of the tax status of the 
Old Age project. 

A bill was sent for the 1963 pay- 
ment, in lieu of taxes, the first time 
that such an event has happened in 


Authority member, and an attorn- 
ey-at-law, warned the members 
of the possibilities, in a meeting 
held two weeks ago, at the Deming 
Way headquarters of the WHA. 

Mrs Kasabuski told the other 
members that not only was there 
@ possibility that they would have 
to make a payment; but that fur- 
ther it could be forced from them 
as individual members, if pay- 
ment was not made. 

She went further, to say that 
because there seemed to be no 
record of an agreement with the

held Mable for payment in full of 
taxes for the Old Age Housing. 


searched the records, and can fine 
no record of any agreement having 
been made. Such an agreement, 
he said, should have been made 
prior to the beginning of the de- 
velopment, some years ago. 


The issue is important to Town 
Manager Gerald Bouchard, whohas 
spoken of the matter several times 
to the Selectmen, in the past two 
weeks. 

Bouchard has said that if the 
people of Wilmington wish to give 
away money, they can, but that they 
should know of the facts, 

‘The $337,500 property, he says, 
has no agreement of any payment 
in Meu of taxes, and without any 
such agreement there is no legal 
provision for accepting a payment 
in lieu of taxes,

575 Wilmington Democrats and 
404 Wilmington Republicans, cast- 
ing ballots in the Presidential 
Primary, on Tuesday, made Wil- 
mington one of the heaviest voting 
areas in the state, with nearly a 
20% turnout,

‘The Board of Selectmen, Monday 
night, voted to put ina new wording 
to Article 10, of the warrant for 
the Special Town Meeting of May 
18th - wording proposed by Sel- 
ectman Lloyd Bender which would 
allow the Town Manager to in- 
crease wages of town employees 
as he deemed propr, up to 6% over 
the increases voted in the town 
meeting, and not over 10% of the 
wage scales for 1963. 

$28,300 will be appropriated for 

this purpose, if the amount is not 
changed by the Selectmen before 
the Town” Meeting, and if it is 
voted in the Town Meeting, 
* Thewote 1s not mandatory upon 
the Town Manager, and the motion 
was addpted 3 to 2, after a long 
hassle between Selectmen Bender 
and’ John Brooks, Chairman La 
Rivee and Mrs Drew voted with 
Bender for adoption, 

Brooks had proposed an amend- 
ment for $15,300, which would have 
been equal to a 3% salary increase. 
His amendment carried only his 
own vote, 

Definitely excluded from any 
raises under the motion as yoted 
were policemen and firemen, who, 
by virtue of having won a basic 
minimum salary of $6300 in the 
annual: Town Meeting, had put the 
Seleotinén?into their unhappy pre- 
sictament, 

*| Bender, in explaining his pro- 
posal, said that it was to give the 
Town Manager, with the advice of 
department heads, and the concur- 
ence of the Selectmen, the right to 
reward merit and to make adjust- 
ments that he deemed proper, 

The debate between Bender and 
Brooks, as it has been for some 
weeks, was almost bitter. 

Brooks, in offering his amend- 
ment, held that the $15,000 he pro- 
posed was ‘in keeping with the Town 
Meeting, where the people took it 
upon themselves to set new limits’, 
and he later added that ‘We have 
further responsibilities to the tax- 
payers’, Still later Brooks said 
that '‘It is very well to talk ideals, 
but someone has to pay. The last 
four years have seen increases. 
of 5, 5, 4 and 3% for the town 
employees, which compounds upto 
17% and 10% over that (the net 
of Bender’s proposal) is 25% in 
5 years - I suggest we find out 
what private business does!’ 

Bender, for his part, pointed out 
that his recommendations. could 
vary ,from a 0% increase to a 6% 


vote, as the Town Manager saw 
fit, and that this was better than 
the 3% ‘across the board’ proposal 
of Mr Brooks, 

It was at this point that Mrs Drew 
stated that she was categorically 
opposed to ‘blanket raises’. 

Mrs Drew stated that she would 
not sign a warrant that called for 
‘blanket raises’, 

An amusing part of the discus- 
sion occured when Mrs Drew asked 
about the events at the annual Town 
Meeting, at the time-she had been 
home sick, when the Firemen’s 
and Policemen’s increases had 
been voted. 

Chairman LaRivee had just spo- 
ken, saying that it seemed to him 
the Slectmen had been trying to 
make adjustments, 7 

‘Who’ asked Mrs Drew, ‘Got up 
and offered the amendment?’ 

‘There was no opportunity, as 
I recal¥ said Mr. LaRivee, and 
to this Brooks added grimly: ‘Just 
attempts!’ 


No Leadership Issue 

Bender, during the discussion 
Said that there had been no re- 
sponse from the people because 
there had been no leadership on 
the part of the selectmen, a state- 
ment to which LaRivee said ‘ I 
am inclined to disagree!’ 

Bender; I am talking about prior 
to the Town Meeting. 

LaRivee: It is not a fact that the 
Selectmen showed no leadership. 
I remember the nights we spent in 
going over the budget, and we cer- 
tainly were not horsing around - 
many times we were accused of 
having executive sessions - -’ 

Bender: That certainly is_anad- 
mirable defense, but preceding that 
meeting, for sometime perhaps -- 
just to be historical - the last 
Friday night before the Town Meet 
ing I enquired if it might be possi- 
ble to do a little computation -- 
and T asked it we might request of 
the Moderator to take up Article 
23 (pay raises, ed) during Article 
4 (budget & salaries - ed), Re- 
member? 

La Rivee: Yes - and in explana- 
tion we said that any attempt to 
move it abead would be construed 
as an attempt to circumvent the 
town meeting. 

Bender: Perhaps that a demon-

Town Manager Gerald Bouchard, 
asked by Bender to explain his pos- 
ition was, in his own way, instru- 
mental in getting the majority vote 
for Bender. 

Bouchard said that the vote to 
increase the pay of the patrolmen 
and firemen 15% had thrown out of 
kilter the compensation plan for 
137 employees, He pointed out that 
police sergeants and leutenantsof 
the fire department were getting 
the $6300 voted for patrolmen and 
firemen, when by all logic they 
should be getting 10% more, or 
about $7000 a year for sergeants. 

Pointing to a foreman inthe Wa- 
ter Department, Bouchard saidhis 
Salary was $5685, or about $600 
less than that of a patrolman, 

‘I say the whole compensation 
plan has. been destroyed’ Bouchard 
Stated, 

‘I am sure you want the em- 
Ployees to be treated fairly and 
equitably’ he stated and then went 
on to ask whether the Selectmen 
desiredthe Town Manager to raise 
salaries all at once, or to do what 
he can now, - ‘If it is your de- 
cision to give another 3% and then 
make subsequent adjustments --’ 

“Eventually - now or later, you 
are going to have to make adjust- 
ments - and no explanation will 
tell the foremen in the Water De- 
partment or Highway Department 
why they are getting less than the 
patrolmen!’ 

Bouchard’s last words on the 
subject (at this part of the meet- 
ing) was that he ‘Didn’t have too 
much experience in this barnyard 
Justice!’ 

~In replay to a question by Chair 

mah LaRivee,.Bguchard said that 
the “6% figure proposed by Mr 
Bender gave him more leeway, 
but that he wouldn’t propose to 
adjust the pay for foremen and 
sergeants until others had had an 
opportunity to ‘catch up’. 

‘In other words’ he said, ‘this 
is not the year to make individual 
adjustments’

The Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee spent nearly four hours 
‘Tuesday evening, in an unposted 
meeting {p the Town Hall, dis- 
cussing thé’ simp silbject.

Financial problems, regarding 
the installation of water and of 
roads ete occupied about an hour 
of the board’s time. 

There was an unanimous agree- 
ment that the board wanted to do 
all possible to assist the party 
proposing the industry. About 100 
persons would be employed in the 
bullding, the Planning Board was 
told, 

William Mann of Roosevelt Road 
appeared, with two sons, to request 
that the Planning Board give con- 
sideration to granting a secona 
hearing before the Board of Ap- 
peals, for the division of land be- 
tween Roosevelt Road and Taft 
Road, into two lots. 

Mr Mann told the board that each 
of the lots would be about 14,000 
square feet in size, and that he 
wanted to give one of the lots to 
a granddaughter, who 1s a Regis- 
tered Nurse, and lives in Medford, 
in order that she may build and 
live near to him, 

There were no objectors at the 
hearing, he said, and he felt that 
he had not presented his case fully 
to the appeal board, 

The Planning Board took his case 
under advisement. 

In another case the board finally 
Sigend plans for land at the end of 
Grove Avenue, for land-courting, 
which it had held in abeyance fora 
long time, 

The person presenting the plans 
had shown a number of lots which 
were 100 feet by 100 feet, where 
lots only 50 feet wide had been be-

It’s almost like the old 
story of closing the barn door af 
ter the horse has run away or 
placing a Stop sign at an intersec- 
tion after a bad accident, 

It shouldn't take too much after 
thought to now see that the appre- 
hension of the alleged owner and 
shooter of a water pistol is defin- 
itely trivial compared toa murder, 
It doesn’t make me at all homesick.
